ment was in such deep contradiction of all

It was 
a fundamental question of upholding 'the

did not realize was that should thejpmedent 
set by that amendment be follbwed^by its' 
addition to other motions, those motionr 
would all be in the hands of any single mem- 
ber of the organization. »What that amend- 
ment brought into being in NFCUS was tjje 
power of veto for any indivlcjual university.' 

; Now did the delegations rcalizekhis? Did 
they mean to voté down one^fHH? principles 

< on which the whole structure is built, one of 
the principles in which, we are sure, they -all 
believe. If they did, the breaking of demo- 
cratic principles becomes a precedent, and 
there comes into being a general condition of 
disease in the Federation.. 

If it could possibly happen again, once they 
have come to a full awareness of the impli- 

• cations of what they did, then. NFCUS at a 
democratic organization has ceased existence.
